EFFORTS MADE 


To Have Governor Harris Appoint a; 


Lieutenant Governor. 


Columbus, 0., June 21.—Republican 


eaders, It is stated, are 
making 


strenuous efforts to have Governor 
Harris appoint a lieutenant governor, 
and citing the precedent ia the case of 
Harry Gordon of Cincinnati, who was 
appointed lieutenant governor to fill 
he vacancy caused by the resignation 
of Carl Nippert. It Is true the supreme 
court upheld the appointment of Gor- 
don, but in 'the present situation the 
conditions are different. According to 
:he best constitutional authority there 
Is no vacancy in the lieutenant gov- 
ernor's office, • Lieutenant Governor 
Harris simply assuming the. duties of 
governor under the stri6~tly technical 
:itle of actlng,goveraor. 


The federal government has paid an 


unusual tribute to the late Governor 
John M. Pattison by putting at half- 
mast the national and customs flags on 
the Columbus federal building, this 
having been done in answer to Custo- 
dian W. C. Kennedy's telegram asking 
permission to do so. At the time of 
the late Senator Hanna's death, al- 
though he was a member of the United 
States senate, the flags were allowed 
to be lowered only during the hour of 
his funeral. 


The state officers, called together by 


the death of the late Governor John 
M. Pattison, paid appropriate tribute 
to his memory by. recording an esti- 
ifiate of his character and his public 
services. The resolution read: "Though 
stricken with fatal disease upon the 
day of his Inauguration whereby he 
was prevented from entering upon the 
full discharge of the duties of his office 
and from active association with us, 
he had led a prominent life as a pri- 
vate citizen and he had held positions 
ef public trust, honor and confidence 
In which relation he had won general 
recognition of his high personal char- 
acter and of the depth and sincerity 
of his convictions. Governor Patti- 
son's patriotism was attested by mili- 
tary service in the United States army 
as one of the youngest soldiers in that 
splendid host which marched and 
struggled for the perpetuity of the na- 
tion. As a member of congress and ''as 
• ftiember in the general assembly of 
Dhlo. his course was marked by 
Barnestnew, devotion and sincerity 
His devotion to his church and to tM 
cause ot the Christian religion is sel- 
dom equaled by one so absorbed in 
Important business and so devoted to 
the duties of public station. In private 
and public life he has given an unmia- 
takable example of sincere devotio* 
and high Ideals."

According to Senator 
Beveridge. i 


the Statehood b'Jl as it now stands 
and as signed by the president vir-i 
tually makes a new state of Arizona 
and New Mexico. The Indiana sena- 
tor states that the provisions of the 
bill arrange that an election shall be 
held at the time for the regular elec- 
tion in November for two purposes. 
The first is a vote of the people of 
both territories to determine whether 
they des're to be united in a single 
state. 
The second is to elect dele- 


gates to a constitutional convention 
which shall arrange a constitution for 
the new state and provide for its en- 
trance into the union. In the event 
the people vote against combining in 
one state the 
constitutional conven- 


tion w'll be of no use. but in the ev- 
ent thej- vote favorably to one state 
the "convention goes right ahead and 
establishes the machinery of the new 
state. 
Senator Beveridge is confid- 


ent that the people of both territories 
will vote for joint statehood and says 
that when they do and the convention 
is held the new state, under the terms 
of the bill, automaticlly comes 
into 


the union. 
Senator Bever'dge be- 


lieves that the new state will be in 
the union by January t, 1907, which 
is a delay of a few months more than 
if it had been admitted directly by 
the bill. Tn the contingency that a 
majority of the people oppose State- 
hood under the terms proposed their 
future prospects to become citizens 
of a state may not be as bright as 
they, would des're.

Roosevelt have both

pleased 


that the bill go through in the form 
it did and have congratulated -each 
other. Both are confident 
that 
the 


people of the 
two territories will 


promptly vote to come in as one state. 
The new state will be an addition to 
the Republican party, as New Mexico 
is Republican and has a larger vote 
than Ar'zona. • which has for 
years 


sent a Democratic delegate to con- 
gress. 


It is expected that Oklahoma Re- 


publicans will outvote the Democratic 
majority of Indian Territory and this 
will add another 
Republican state. 


giving four Republican senators 
to 


the senate. 


There seems little doubt that 
the 


senate misunderstood the purport of 
the amendment finally accepted by it. 
bel'eving that Statehood would 
not 


immediately follow 'the election and 
convention «and that. \\ would be nec- 
essary for congress, at "its next ses- 
sion, to provide for admission. Sena- 
tor Bevtrfdge chuckles with delight 
when 'he declares that the new state 
comes in automatically if a majority 
of the people vote that way.

careful watch for diamonds was kept 
during the examination by the United 
States Geological Survey 
of many 


samples of gold ana plat'num sands 
at the Lewis and Clark exposition In 
Portland, Greg.
